RECOMMENDATIONS

following Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) between the Bureau of Sanitation (LASAN) 
and Los Angeles World Airports (LAWA) for waste collection, transfer, and disposal services 
for Los Angeles International Airport (Manchester Square). 


2. The President or two members of the Board of Public Works will execute the Memorandum 
of Understanding.

DISCUSSION 





Background 


LAWA has expressed the need for periodic clean-ups of Manchester Square, a Project Area 
which will be developed by LAWA in the near future. The proposed MOU is for waste collection, 
transfer and disposal services from the Project Area (Transmittal No. 1). LAWA has requested 
LASAN to clean the Project Area at least once every two months. The clean-up will be 
conducted on Saturdays and the rates for these services include labor, vehicle, tipping fees, and 
other contractual services. The rates are to be reviewed annually and adjusted accordingly for 
full cost recovery. Costs for completed tasks specifically authorized by this MOU shall be 
payable to LASAN. 
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The site is located in the West Los Angeles District, on the Eastern vicinity of the LAX and 
bordered by Arbor Vitae St. to the North, La Cienega Blvd. on the East, Century Blvd. on the 
south, and Aviation Blvd. to the West (Transmittal 2). Most of the Project Area has been 
acquired by LAWA. The Project Area consists mainly of vacant lots and structures, and thus 
prone to illegal dumping and homeless encampments. LAWA Police will provide any necessary 
law enforcement to facilitate the clean-up events. 


It is therefore recommended that the Board of Public Works approve the MOU between LASAN 
and LAWA for waste collection, transfer, and disposal services at the Project Area. 


Proposed Term of MOU 


The proposed term of the MOU is one (1) year unless terminated by either party, or as amended 
by mutual consent. 


MOU Administration 
The responsibility for the administration of this MOU will be with the Solid Resources Support 
service Division of LASAN. 


City Attorney Review 
The proposed MOU has been reviewed as to form by the Office of the City Attorney. 


STATUS OF FINANCING 


There is no impact to the General Fund. The total funding for this project is not to exceed 
($150,000) for the one year term and shall be reviewed on an annual basis for each subsequent 
year to account for labor and equipment adjustments. Existing collection staff and resources in 
LASAN funded by Solid Waste Resources Revenue Fund (SWRRF) will be used to front-fund 
this program through the following funds and appropriation accounts: 












LASAN shall bill and recover all costs incurred from LAWA for this program, and all funds 
received by LASAN for these services will be deposited into SWRRF, Fund 508, Department 50, 
and Departmental Revenue Source Code 459501.
